of milk, halt a leaspoonful of salt, ajww 
to cook slowly.

For Kanulaclnre of Smokeless Powder Under 


Government Supervision. 


- The navy department of the United 
States erpecls to begin the manu- 
facture of smokeless powder at Its mills 
near Indian Head within the next two 
or three months.

' The various buildings of ihe powder 
plant cover a wide area about four mlies 
back from the river. The general pur- 
pose has been to keep the buildings as 
far apart as the requirements of manu- 
facture would permit, in order to avoid 
the dangers of explosions. For 
that 


reason there is no large central building, 
but many small ones, each having a dE5- 
tinct branch of the powder making. They 
are arranged, also, with a view to the 
prevailing winds, so that the risk of 
having Ihe fumes of acids borne by the 
wind Is reduced to a minimum.
